The Deerfield event referred to 
was the greatest tragedy of the 


period. It was the attack of the 
aettiement before daybreak by a 


‘large band of French and St. Fran- 


cis Indians. Briefly, 49 English 
were killed (and later were buried 
in one grave in Deerfield's old 
cemetery), 112 were taken captive 
to Canada, several dying en. route,

The second book was printed twice 
in Greenfield in the early 1830's 
by the Hpiscopal rector, Rev. Titus 
Strong, there and is entitled Fhe 
Deerfield Captive For the Instruc- 
tion of the Young. Then Mary P. 
Wells Smith of Greenfield around 
1900 got out Boy Captive of Old 
Deerfield and Boy Captive of Can- 
ada, the boy ‘being one of the 
Rey. Williams’ sons, Stephen, later 
a Harvard graduate and for some 
60 years the first minister In Long- 
meadow near Springfield. About 
in the 1890's, Miss C. Alice Baker 
had published in Greenfield the re4 
sults of her research in Canade to 
find out what happened to those 
1704 captives that never returned 
to this valley from Canadian cap- 
tivity. Her volume is called, True 
Stories of New England Captives. 
She was a great and influential 
member of the Pocumtuck Valley 
Memorial Society. The reason 
for devoting so much space to 
Deerfield’s history is that many of 
Northfield’s ancesters were in this 
Deerfield mhepanerte! or: were rée- 
ated to! oF -at® least itved 
through , the : fear that *the ‘event 
cast on the whole of New .ngland.
